JUNIOR YEAR AT OLD HEIDELBERG 

By special arrangement with the University of Heidelberg, in Germany, Heidelberg 

College provides an opportunity for properly qualified American students to spend prac- 

tically an entire year in study there. Heidelberg College began this “Junior Year at Old 

Heidelberg” during the academic year 1958-59 and is continuing to sponsor it this year. 

Under the conditions of this plan the students arrive at Heidelberg around the first 

of October. Upon arrival, they pursue an intensive four-week course in writing and

1 speaking German. The class sessions of the first semester begin on or about November 
th first and continue through February. 
i | The program is believed to be especially profitable for students majoring in German, 
| because the courses taken in the first semester are almost entirely courses connected witht 
the study of the German language. However, students can also further their know- 
ledge in such fields as geography, history, literature, art, philosophy, and religion, since 
during the summer semester (May through July) they may register for courses in the other 
Mi departments of the University. 
. Recommendations for academic credit to be placed on the student's permanent 
record are made by the director of the program. 
While attending Old Heidelberg students usually rent rooms in the homes of 
i German families.

of the program he must be capable of taking a full-time course of study at the University 
i of Heidelberg. He must also have the personal and academic qualifications desirable 

in a person who is to represent Heidelberg Collge and the United States in a foreign 
country.
